‘EXECUTION OF A GIANT 
Big Benjamin Snell Hanged 
Washington, 


Murdered a Your‘ Girl With Whom He 
Wes Infatuated. 


fA. P DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Benjamin 
Hill Snell, 44 yoags old, formerly a 
clerk in the Pension Office, was hanged 
at the district jail at noon today, for 
the murder of thirteen-year-old Lizzie 
Wiesenberger, with whom he was in- 
fatuated. *“ Snell was the largest man 
ever executed here. When received at 
the jail, August 7 last, he weighed 296 
pounds and measured 6.feet, 6 inches 
in height. Today he weighed 237 pounds. 
Notwithstanding that the drop was 
considerably lessened, the rope nearly 
severed his hcad from his body. Death 
was instantaneous. 

Snell had maintained from the first 
that he had no recollection of his hor- 
rible cirme, and his lawyers 
he was insane. Physicians and experts 
who examined him, however, pro- 
nounced him rane. He maintained his 
usua] demeanor and mumbled inco- 
herent words during the brief march 
from his cell to the place of execution.

August 6 last. The girl had been em-

HONOLULU, June 22.—{Wired from 
San Francisco, June 29. Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The commissioners of edu- 
cation have adopted a resolution pro- 
hibiting anyone from teaching in the 
public echools who is suffering from 
tuberculosis or other contagious or in- 
fectious disease. It also prohibits 
puplis afflicted with such diseases from 
attending the public schools. 

This action is due to gfeat increase 
of consumption in the islands, which 
amounts to fully 190 per cent. during 
the last year. One cause of the in- 
crease has been the influx of consump- 
tives who have sought Honolulu be- 
cause of its mild climate. Many of 
these have been teachers who buiee 
secured positions in the public schools.

There were eighty- 
six patients in the hospital when the 
steamer left, which is much less than 
the recent average. 

During the past three weeks, the 
authorities have been offering to inocu- 
late people with serum, but the peo- 
ple do not take to it as those of Hono- 
lulu. Only about two thousand persons 
ye for treatment.
